long until the vote is in. 
The circular sent out b y the ex ecu­ 
tive committee will undoub tedly 
b e 
adopted. It is as follows: 
East Liverpool, O., Sept. 14,19 00. 
To the Officers and Memb ers of the Lo­ 
cal Unions of the N. B. of O. P. 
Dear Sirs and Brothers—Immediate­ 
ly 
after 
the 
adjournment of the 
Wheeling convention, and in compli- 
ance with the actions of that b ody, 
we addressed a communication to the 
manufacturers setting forth the 
de­ 
mands, amendments to the list, etc., 
made b y the convention. After calling 
a meeting and acting upon our prop­ 
ositions the manufacturers informed 
us that they would not accede to any 
of them, as they w'ere in contravention 
of the Pittsb urg agreement. 
At 
the 
same time they informed us that all 
other propositions depended upon the 
solution of the one, namely the com 
position of the standing committee, as 
that committee would have to deal 
with ail propositions. 
In several con 
ferences with the manufacturers we 
endeavored to settle the question in 
accordance with the resolution pass 
ed b y the convention, which provides 
for one permanent memb er and two 
to b e added from the b ranch of the 
trade in which a dispute ex ists.

manufacturers’ committee instructed 
b y their locals what to do, and no 
matter what arguments we would pre­ 
sent, they would -adhere to the

structions of their local.

would b e a deadlock on all questions, 
where if we had a committee of dis 
interested manufacturers and disinter 
ested operatives they would listen to 
b oth sides of the question and give a 
fair and just decision without b eing 
intimidated b y instructions from lo­ 
cals." 
After several fruitless conferences 
on this question we realized the im 
possib ility of reaching a settlement ac­ 
cording to instructions

sorting to forcib le measures.

Code of Rules to

No. 2 Said committee shall have 
full power and authority to settle all 
disputes coming b efore it in accord­ 
ance with the rules hereinafter pre­ 
scrib ed.

East Liverpool, O., Sept. 14,1900. 
To the Officers and Members of the Lo­ 
cal Unions of the N. B. of O. P. 
Dear Sirs and Brothers—Immediate­ 
ly 
after 
the 
adjournment of the 
Wheeling convention, and in compli­ 
ance with the actions of that body, 
we addressed a communication to the 
manufacturers setting forth the de­ 
mands, amendments to the list, etc., 
made by the convention. After calling 
a meeting and acting upon our prop­ 
ositions the manufacturers informed 
us that they would not accede to any 
of them, as they were in contravention 
Of the Pittsburg agreement At the 
same time they informed us that all 
other propositions depended upon the 
solution of the one, namely the com 
position of the standing committee, as 
that committee would have to deal 
with all propositions. In several con­ 
ferences with the manufacturers we 
endeavored to settle the question in 
accordance with the resolution pass­ 
ed by the convention, which provides 
for one permanent member and two 
to be added from the branch of the 
trade in which a dispute exists. 
The argument of the manufacturers 
against this plan will be seen in the 
following quotation from one of their 
committee: 
“It would be impossible to settle 
any question with a committee com­ 
posed of one permanent member and 
two added from the branch of the 
trade in which the dispute exists, for 
lf they did not think they were right 
they would have no dispute, conse­ 
quently they would come before the 
manufacturers’ committee instructed 
by their locals what to do, and no 
matter what arguments we would pre­ 
sent, they would adhere to the 
in 
atructions of their local. The result 
would be a deadlock on all questions, 
where if we had a committee of dis­ 
interested manufacturers and disinter, 
ested operatives they would listen to 
both sides of the question and give a 
fair and just decision, without being 
intimidated by instructions from lo­ 
cals.”

The argum ent of the m anufacturers 
against this plan will be seen in the 
following quotation from one of their 
com m ittee: 
“It would be impossible to settle

tra d e in which the dispute exists, for 
lf they did not think they were right 
they would have no dispute, conse 
quently they would come before the 
m anufacturers’ com m ittee instructed 
by th eir locals w hat to do, and no 
m atter w hat argum ents we would pre­ 
sent, they would adhere to the 
in 
8tructions of their local. 
The result 
would be a deadlock on all questions, 
w here if we had a com m ittee of dis 
interested m anufacturers and disinter- 
ested operatives they would listen to 
both sides of the question and give a 
fair and ju st decision, w ithout being 
intim idated by instructions from lo­ 
cals.”

This sub­ 
stitution did not injure the haffinony, 
but gave a commonplace character to 
the plirase, and obscured the sentiment 
of the composer. 
Mozart no sooner heard it than ho 
started up vehemently, aud, from the 
middle of tin* pit, cried out in a voice 
of thunder: “Will you play D sharp, 
you wretches?”

The actors were 
astounded, the lady who was singing 
stopped short, the orchestra followed 
her example, aud the audience, with 
loud exclamations, demanded the ex­ 
pulsion of the offender.

Father Ducey 
said: “ I am info rmed that abo ut 55 per 
cent o f the miners in tin* Hazleto n dis­ 
trict are English « peeking and the 
o ther 45 are fo reigners. The English 
speaking o nes stay there and face the 
music, while the fo reigners go to their 
ho mes in the winter, leaving the o th­ 
ers to bear the brunt o f the battle fo r 
the right. 
When labo r began to o r­ 
ganize the kings o f co ntro l impo rted 
fo reign labo r because cheaper than 
American labo r. No w the kings are 
getting it in the eye.” 
Father Ducey said that he had vis­ 
ited the ho uses o f wealthy perso ns in 
the co al regio n and that large emplo y­ 
ers o f labo r had admitted to him that 
the men had grievances and that they 
ho ped a settlement 
wo uld 
so o n 
be 
reached. He characterized so me o f the 
sheriffs’ deputies as “ to ughs” and co n­ 
demned the calling o ut o f the militia, 
saying it was unnecessary.

the latter part o f his talk he said:

“ In respo nse to yo ur inquiry o f the 
18th Inst, as to the go vernment o f the 
United States in regard to the exem­ 
plary punishment o f the no table lead­ 
ers In the crimes co mmitted in Peking 
against internatio nal law, I have the 
ho no r to make the fo llo wing state­ 
ment:

States has fro m the o utset pro claimed 
Its purpo se to ho ld to the uttermo st ac­ 
co untability the respo nsible autho rs o f 
any wro ngs do ne in China to citizens 
o f the United States and their inter­ 
ests, as was stated in 
the 
go vern­ 
ment’s circular co mmunicatio n to the 
po wers o f .J uly 3 last. 
“ These wro ngs have been co mmitted 
no t alo ne in Peking, but in many parts 
o f the empire, and their punishment is 
believed to be an essential element o f 
any effective settlement which shall 
prevent a recurrence o f such o utrages 
and bring abo ut permanent safety and 
peace in China. 
It is tho ught, * ho w­ 
ever, that no punitive measures can 
be so effective by way o f reparatio n 
fo r wro ngs suffered and as deterrent 
examples fo r the future as the degra­ 
datio n and punishment o f the respo nsi­ 
ble autho rs by the supreme imperial 
autho rity itself; and it seems o nly just 
to China that she sho uld he affo rded, 
in the first instance, an o ppo rtunity to 
do this, and thus rehabilitate herself 
befo re the wo rld.

Thomas J. Ducey, after a week spent 
in the Pennsylvania coal regions, told 
the congregation of St. Lee’s church 
Sunday of his experiences. The talk 
was given after the regular sermon. 
Father Ducey said in part: 
“The stories 
circulated 
about the 
miners being drunkards and dissipat- 
id are absolute lies. 
“The men have just grievances and 
they have as much right to the arbi­ 
tration they demand as have the rail­ 
road kings. The delay asked for by the 
operators appears to be a scheme to 
take an unfair advantage of the min­ 
ers.” 
After paying a high tribute to the 
character of President Mitchell, of the 
miners’ organization, 
Father Ducey 
said: “I am informed that about 55 per 
cent of the miners in the Hazleton dis­ 
trict are English speaking and the 
other 45 are foreigners. The English 
speaking ones stay there and face the 
music, while the foreigners go to their 
homes in the winter, leaving the oth­ 
ers to bear the brunt of the battle for 
the right. 
When labor began to or­ 
ganize the kings of control imported 
foreign labor because cheaper than 
American labor. Now the kings are 
getting it in the eye.” 
Father Ducey said that he had vis­ 
ited the houses of wealthy persons in 
the coal region and that large employ­ 
ers of labor had admitted to him that 
the men bad grievances and that they 
hoped a settlement would soon 
be 
reached. He characterized some of the 
sheriffs’ deputies as “toughs” and con­ 
demned the calling out of the militia, 
saying it was unnecessary. 
Toward 
the latter part of his talk he said: 
“The story, widely published, that 
the men refused to accept the arbitra­ 
tion of the archbishop of Pennsylva­ 
nia is a lie.

German Charge d’Affaires: 
“Department of State, 
Washington, Sept. 21. 
“In response to your inquiry of the 
18th inst, as to the government of the 
United States in regard to the exem­ 
plary punishment of the notable lead­ 
ers in the crimes committed in Peking 
against international law, I have the 
honor to make the following state­ 
ment: 
“The 
government 
of the 
United 
States has from the outset proclaimed 
its purpose to hold to the uttermost ac­ 
countability the responsible authors of 
any wrongs done in China to citizens 
of the United States and their inter­ 
ests, as was stated In 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s circular communication to the 
powers of July 3 last. 
“These wrongs have been committed 
not alone in Peking, but in many parts 
of the empire, and their punishment Is 
believed to be an essential element of 
any effective settlement which shall 
prevent a recurrence of such outrages 
and bring about permanent safety and 
peace in China. It is thought, * how­ 
ever, that no punitive measures can 
be so effective by way of reparation 
for wrongs suffered and as deterrent 
examples for the future as the degra­ 
dation and punishment of the responsi­ 
ble authors by the supreme imperial 
authority itself; and it seems only just 
to China that she should be afforded, 
In the first instance, an opportunity to 
do this, and thus rehabilitate herself 
before the world. 
“Believing thus, and without abating 
in anywise its deliberate purpose to 
exact the fullest accountability from 
the jresponsible authors of the wrongs 
we nave suffered in China, the govern­ 
ment of the United States is not dis­ 
posed, as a preliminary condition to 
entering into diplomatic negotiations 
with the Chinese government, to join 
in a demand that said government sur­ 
render to the powers such persons as, 
according to the determination of the 
powers themselves, may be held to be 
the first and real perpetrators of those 
wrongs. 
“On the other hand, this govern­ 
ment is disposed to hold that the pun­ 
ishment of the high responsible au­ 
thors of these wrongs, not only in 
Peking, but throughout China, is es­ 
sentially a condition to be embraced 
and provided for in the negotiations 
for a final settlement. 
“It is the purpose of this govern­ 
ment at the earliest practicable mo­ 
ment, to name its plenipotentiaries for 
negotiating a settlement with China, 
and in the meantime to authorize its 
minister in Peking to enter forthwith 
into conference with the duly author­ 
ized representatives of the Chinese 
government with a view to bringing 
about a preliminary agreement where­ 
by the full exercise of the imperial 
power for the preservation of order, 
and the protection of foreign life and 
property throughout 
China, 
pending 
final negotiations with the powers, 
shall be assured. 
“Accept, sir, 
the 
renewed 
assur­ 
ances of my highest consideration. 
“David J. Hill, Acting Secretary. 
“Freiherr Si>eck vdn Sternburg, etc., 
etc., etc., Washington.” 
In reply to a telegram of Prince 
Ching the United States accepted the 
appointment of him 
and Ll Hung 
Chang to negotiate for the return of 
the Chinese government to Peking and 
to negotiate further with the United 
States and the powers. To certain in- 
qubMes of Russia, the United States 
repned as follows: 
Memorandum in reply to the Rus­ 


sian charge’s memorandum dated' sep­ 
tember 17. 1000: 
I.—Tim government of the

States has not any present intention 
to withdraw its legation from Peking. 
II.—The government of the United 
States acepots the plenipotentiary au­ 
thority of Ll Hung Chang and Prince

DUCEY DEFENDS MINERS. 


Cha N ow T a ra P r iest Says T h ey H at* 


J u st G rieran ccs and A ra W illin g to 
A rb itra ta —M ilitia N ot N eed ed .

24.—The 
Rev. 
Thomas J. Ducey, after a week spent 
In the Pennsylvania coal regions, told 
the congregation of St. Lee’s church 
Sunday of his experiences. The talk 
was given after the regular sermon. 
F ather Ducey said in part; 
‘The stories 
circulated 
about the 
Miners being drunkards and disslpat- 
td are absolute lies. 
‘The men have ju st grievances and 
they have as much right to the arb i­ 
tration they dem and as have the rail­ 
road kings. The delay asked for by the 
operators appears to l»e a scheme to 
take an unfair advantage of the m in­ 
ers.” 
A fter paying a high tribute to the 
character of President Mitchell, of the 
m iners’ organization, 
F ather Ducey 
said: ‘‘I am informed th at about 55 per 
cent of the m iners in tile Hazleton dis­ 
trict are English speaking and the 
other 45 are foreigners. The English 
speaking ones stay there and face the 
music, while the foreigners go to their 
homes in the winter, leaving the oth­ 
ers to bear the brunt of the battle for 
the right. 
W hen labor began to or­ 
ganize the kings of control imported 
foreign labor because cheaper than 
American labor. Now the kings are 
getting it in the eye.” 
F ath er Ducey said th at he had vis­ 
ited the houses of w ealthy persons in 
the coal region and th at large employ­ 
ers of labor had adm itted to him th at 
the men had grievances and th at they 
[loped a settlem ent would 
soon 
be 
reached. He characterized some of the 
sheriffs’ deputies as ‘‘toughs” and con­ 
demned the calling out of the militia, 
saying it w as unnecessary. 
Tow ard 
the latter part of his talk he said: 
‘‘The story, widely published, th at 
the men refused to accept the arb itra­ 
tion of the archbishop of Pennsylva­ 
nia is a lie. The men were and are 
ready 
for 
arbitration.

tors said they would be willing 
to 
talk the m atter over w ith the arch­ 
bishop lf he came to them as a man 
and not as archbishop.”

Among 
others whose name was suggested as 
one of the commissioners was Judge 
W illiam R. Day, of Canton, the form er 
secretary of state. Judge Day served

Am ericau-Spanish 
peace 
commission 
arid 
in 
all 
probability 
would be persona grata to China. His 
111 health, however, is a serious con 
8ideration which m ight lead him to de 
cline if offered a commissionership. 
The answ er to G erm any’s proposal to 
first demand the turning over of the 
chief instigators of the outrages to the 
powers, for settlem ent, contained the 
following: 
Acting Secretary Hill to the Im perial 
German Charge d’Affaires: 
“D epartm ent of State, 
W ashington, Sept. 21. 
“ In response to your inquiry of the 
18th inst, as to the governm ent of the 
United States in regard to the exem­ 
plary punishm ent of the notable lead­ 
ers in the crimes com m itted in Peking 
against international law, I have the 
honor to make the following state­ 
m ent: 
“The 
governm ent 
of 
the 
United 
States has from the outset proclaimed 
its purpose to hold to the utterm ost ac­ 
countability the responsible authors of 
any wrongs done in China to citizens 
of the United States and their inter­ 
ests, as was stated in 
the 
govern­ 
m ent’s circular communication to the 
powers of July 3 last. 
“These wrongs have been committed 
not alone iii Peking, but In many parts 
of the empire, and their punishm ent is 
believed to be an essential element of 
any effective settlem ent which shall 
prevent a recurrence of such outrages 
and firing about perm anent safety and 
peace In China. 
It is thought, ’ how­ 
ever, th at no punitive m easures can 
be so effective by way of reparation 
for wrongs suffered and as deterrent 
exam ples for the future as the degra­ 
dation and punishm ent of the responsi­ 
ble authors by the suprem e imperial 
authority itself; and It seems only ju st 
to China th at she should be afforded, 
in the first instance, an opportunity to 
do this, and thus rehabilitate herself 
before the world. 
“Believing thus, and w ithout abating 
in anywise its deliberate purpose to 
exact the fullest accountability from 
the (responsible authors of the wrongs 
we have suffered in China, the govern­ 
m ent of the United States is not dis­ 
posed, as a prelim inary condition to 
entering into diplom atic negotiations 
w ith the Chinese government, to join 
in a demand th at said governm ent sur­ 
render to the powers such persons as, 
according to the determ ination of the 
powers themselves, may be held to be 
the first and real perpetrators of those 
wrongs. 
“On the other hand, this govern­ 
m ent is disposed to hold th at the pun­ 
ishm ent of the high responsible au­ 
thors of these wrongs, not only In 
Peking, but throughout China, is es­ 
sentially a condition to be embraced 
and provided for in the negotiations 
for a final settlem ent. 
“ It is the purpose of this govern­ 
m ent a t the earliest practicable mo­ 
ment, to name its plenipotentiaries for 
negotiating a settlem ent w ith China, 
and in the m eantim e to authorize its 
m inister in Peking to enter forthw ith 
into conference w ith the duly author­ 
ized representatives of the Chinese 
governm ent w ith a view to bringing 
about a prelim inary agreem ent w here­ 
by the full exercise of the Imperial 
power for the preservation of order, 
and the protection of foreign life and 
property throughout 
China, 
pending 
final negotiations w ith the powers, 
shall be assured. 
“Accept, sir. 
the 
renewed 
assur­ 
ances of my highest consideration. 
“David J. Hill, Acting Secretary. 
“Freiherr Speck von Sternburg, etc., 
etc., etc., W ashington.” 
In reply to a telegram of Prince 
Ching the United States accepted the 
appointm ent of him 
and 
Ll Hung 
Chang to negotiate for the return of 
the Chinese governm ent to Peking and 
to negotiate further with the United 
States and the powers. To certain in­ 
quiries of Russia, tho United States 
rejmed as follows: 
M emorandum in reply to the Rus­ 


sian charge’s memorandum dated le p ­ 
ton! lier 17. 1000; 
I.—The government of the 
United 
States has not any present intention 
to w ithdraw its legation from Peking. 
TI.—The government of the United 
S t a t e s aoeerits t ile plenipotentiary au­ 
thority of Ll Hung Chang and Prince 
Ching as prima facie sufficient for the 
preliminary negotiations looking to­ 
ward the return of the Imperial Chi­ 
nese government and to the resum p­ 
tion of its negotiation of a complete 
settlem ent 
by 
the 
duly 
appointed 
plenipotentiaries of the powers and of 
China. 
III.—To t h e s e ends the United States 
minister in Peking will be authorized 
to enter into relations with Earl Ll 
and Prince Ching as the immediate 
representatives of the Chinese em 
peror.

OHIO IN CONGRESS 
FROM 1803 TO 1901. 


MICHAEL D. HARTER. 
Michael D. H arter 
of Mansfield was bora in Canton, Ohio, in 1846, and 
died 
at Fostoria in 1896. 
He received a liberal education and was ex­ 
tensively and 
actively engaged 
in 
farxkphg, banking, manufacturing and 
milling. He made a thorough study 
of political economy, and devoted the 
last 20 years of his life to tariff re­ 
form, the financial question and oppo­ 
sition to class legislation. He was a 
plain, quiet man, a forcible debater 
and possessed a high order of ability. 
He was elected to the Fifty-second 
congress, as a Democrat, in 1890, from 
tne Fifteenth district, made up of 
Richland, Ashland, Crawford, Dela­ 
ware, Morrow and Knox counties. In 
1892 he was elected to the Fifty-third 
congress from the Fourteenth district, 
Richland, 
Ashland, 
Lorain, 
Huron, 
Morrow and Knox counties. He made 
a consistent record in congress in be­ 
half of his economic views. He was a man of strong convictions, and was 
always ready to maintain them in both public and private discussion. Aa a 
campaigner he had but few equals. 


LEWIS P. OHLIGER. 
Lewis P. Ohllger of Wooster was born in Rheinpfals, Bavaria, Jan. 3, 
1843; immigrated to America October. 1854, and located at Canton, Ohio, in 
1857; removed to Wooster, Ohio, and engaged in the wholesale drug and 
grocery business; is interested in banking, manufacturing and insurance; 
was elected county treasurer in 1875 and re-elected in 1877; was Democratic 
presidential elector in 1884; was appointed postmaster of Wooster in No­ 
vember, 1885, and served till February, 1890; was appointed by Judges Dowell 
and Nicholas a trustee of the Wooster and Lodi railway, of which he is now 
president; has been chairman of the Wayne county Democratic central 
committee almost continuously since 1878, and holds that position still; has 
served two term s on the Democratic state central committee; was a delegate 
to the Democratic national convention in 1892, and was elected to the Fifty- 
second congress to succeed John G. Warwick, deceased, and served part of 
one term. 
In 1885 he was appointed collector of internal revenue by Presi­ 
dent Cleveland. He is in business at Wooster in 1900. 


ALBERT J. PEARSON. 
Albert J. Pearson of Woodsfield was born in Centerville, Belmont county, 
Ohio, May 26, 1846, and at an early age removed with his parents to Bealls­ 
ville, Monroe county. 
He was educated in the common schools and at the 
Normal school, Lebanon, Ohio. 
He served during the Civil War as a private 
soldier in company I, Eighty-sixth Ohio volunteer infantry. He read law 
with Amos Spriggs of Woodsfield, and was admitted to the bar and began 
the practice at Woodsfield in 1868, where he is still engaged in his pro­ 
fession. 
He was elected prosecuting attorney of Monroe county three times in 
succession, and was a member of the state senate from the Nineteenth 
senatorial district in the Sixty-fifth general assembly. He was probate judge 
of Monroe county during two terms, covering six years. In 1890 he was 
elected to the Fifty-second congress, as a Democrat, from the Seventeenth 
district, Monroe, Belmont, Noble and Washington counties. In 1892 he was 
elected to the Fifty-third congress from the Sixteenth district, composed of 
Monroe. Carroll, Jefferson, Harrison and Belmont counties. 


VINCENT A. TAYLOR. 
Vincent Albert Taylor of Bedford was born in Bedford, Ohio, Deo. 6, 
1845. He was educated in the common schools. 
In May, 1864, he enlisted 
in company H, One Hundred and Fiftieth Ohio volunteer infantry, and in 
August of the same year re-enlisted In the One Hundred and Fifty-seventh 
Ohio, and served until the end of the war. Upon his return to civil life he 
entered intt the manufacturing business at Cleveland and was successful. 
He was elected to the Ohio state senate in 1887, and served one term. 
In 1890 he was elected to the Fifty-second congress, as a Republican, from 
the Twentieth district, composed of a part of Cuyahoga and Huron, Lake, 
Lorain and Summit counties, and served one term. 
He resumed his business 
life upon retiring from congress. 


JACOB H. BROMWELL. 
Jacob H. Bromwell of Wyoming, a suburb of Cincinnati, was horn in 
Cincinnati May ll, 1847. and received his education in the grammar and high 
schools of the city, and was a teacher in the latter for 17 years. He grad­ 
uated from the Cincinnati Law school in 1870 and was admitted to the bar, 
but did not immediately begin the**practice of his profession. 
He was 
assistant solicitor of Hamilton county for four years. 
He was lected to succeed John A. Caldwell, resigned to the Fifty-third 
congress in -892, as a Republican, from the Second district, a part of Ham­ 
ilton county and in 1894 was re-elected from the same district to the Fifty- 
fourth, agaii elected in 1896 to the Fifty-fifth, and in 1898 was elected ta tha 
Fifty-sixth. His present term will expire March 4, 1901. 


TOM L. JOHNSON. 
Tom L. Johnson of Cleveland was born in Scott county, Kentucky, July 
IE, 1854, and was educated in the public schools of Evansville, Indiana. He 
was secretary of the Central Passenger Railroad company of Louisville, 
Kentucky, and subsequently became superintendent. 
In 1876 he became 
awner of th r Indianapolis (Indiana) Street railway, and in 1879 purchased 
the Brooklyn Street railway of Cleveland. He established the Johnson Com­ 
pany of Joh stown, Pennsylvania, in 1884, for the manufacture of steel rails, 
and subsequently became identified with various steel and iron manufac­ 
turing enterprises. 
He was a candidate on the Democratic ticket for congress in 1888, bat 
was defeated. He was elected to the Fifty-second congress, as a Democrat. 
to* 1890, from the Twenty-first district, a part of Cuyahoga county, and was 
re-elected to the Fifty-third, in 1892, from the same district. He was a con­ 
sistent and active tariff reformer in congress, and is now the most prooii- 
fient advocate of the principle of single tax in the United States,, but Blighty 
•ut of line with his party on the money question. 


GEORGE W. HULICK. 
George W. Hulick of Batavia was born in Batavia, Clermont county, 
Ohio, June 29, 1833, and was reared on a farm. He was educated in tha 
common schools and graduated from Farmer's college, at College Hill, u<v.r 
(•Cincinnati, Jn 3888. Ha took charge of the Pleasant Hill aradnay in 1855. 


ana conducted it two years. He studied law and was admitted to tne oar 
In 1857, and began the practice at Batavia. 
He enlisted as a private in company B, Twenty-second Ohio volunteer 
Infantry in 1861; was promoted to orderly sergeant and later to captain. 
He was elected probate judge of Clermont county in 1863. He was a delegate 
to the Republican national convention in 1868, and a presidential elector 
in 1876, and filled many local offices of trust and responsibility. 
In 1892 he was elected to the Fifty-third congress from the Sixth dis 
trict, composed of the counties of Clermont, Brown, Clinton, Greene, High­ 
land and W arren, and was elected from the same district in 1894 to the 
Fifty-fourth congress. 
PAUL J. SORG. 
Paul J. Sorg of Middletown was born in Wheeling, W est Virginia, Sept. 
23, 1840. He removed to Cincinnati in 1852 and learned the trade of iron 
molder, to better support his widowed 
mother and several brothers and sis­ 
ters. While working at his trade he 
attended a night school, and thus se­ 
cured a practical education. 
Between 1860 and 1865 he built up 
the tobacco manufacturing industry 
in Middletown, Butler county, until he 
had established the largest factory of 
the kind in the world, which he con­ 
tinued to manage until 1898, when he 
disposed of it. He largely built up the 
flourishing city of his adoption, being 
a man of the most liberal public spirit. 
He served as a soldier during the Civil 
War. 
At a special election held in May, 
1894 he was elected, as a Democrat, 
to the Fifty-third congress to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of George 
W. Houk, from the Third district, But­ 
ler, Preble and Montgomery counties, 
and was re-elected to the Fifty-fourth 
in 1894, from the same district, but declined a third election. He resides 
at Middletown, and is one of the Democratic leaders of the state. 


BYRON F. RITCHIE. 
Byron F. Ritchie of Toledo was born at Grafton, Ohio, Jan. 29, 1853. 
His father, James M. Ritchie, was a Republican member of the Forty- 
seventh congress. Byron F. Ritchie removed to Toledo in 1860, and was 
educated in the grammar and high schools of that city. He read law with 
his father and was admitted to the bar in 1874, and now ranks among the 
foremost lawyers of Toledo. 
He served a single term in congress, having been elected as a Democrat 
in 1892 to the Fifty-third congress, from the Ninth district, Lucas, Fulton 
Wood and Ottawa counties. The district was largely Republican and he was 
defeated for a re-election.

The ports 
baa Insisted that it was done by Kurds 
and by an ungovernable mob. 
Our 
claim Is sustained by circumstances 
resting on missionary evidence, the de­ 
nial of the Turks Is sustained by offi­ 
cial reports by Turkish officers and 
pashas, and the Issue of fact bas not 
been settled by any impartial tribunal.

“The men have just grievances and 
they have as much right to the arbi­ 
tration they demand as have the rail­ 
road kings. The delay asked for by the 
operators appears to lie a schema to 
take an unfair advantage of the min­ 
ers.” 
After paying a high tribute to the 
character of President Mitchell, of the 
miners’ organization, 
Father Ducey 
said: “I am informed that about 55 per 
cent of the miners iii the Hazleton dis­ 
trict are English speaking and the 
other 45 are foreigners. The English 
speaking ones stay there and face the 
music, while the foreigners go to their 
homes in the winter, leaving the oth­ 
ers to bear the brunt of the battle for 
the right. 
When labor began to or­ 
ganize the kings of control imported 
foreign la lair because cheaper than 
American labor. Now the kings are 
getting It in the eye.” 
Father Ducey said that he had vis­ 
ited the houses of wealthy persons in 
the coal region and that large employ 
prs of labor had admitted to him that 
the men had grievances and that they 
hoped a settlement would soon 
lie 
readied. He characterized some of the 
sheriffs’ deputies as "toughs” and con 
doomed the calling out of the militia, 
saying It was unnecessary.

Now that the notes are acted upon, 
the question of the commission to ne­ 
gotiate peace is again revived. Among 
others whose name was suggested as 
one of the commissioners was .Judge 
William R. Day, of Canton, the former 
secretary of state. Judge Day served 
with 
the 
American-Spanish 
peace 
commission 
and 
in 
all 
probability 
would be persona grata to China. His 
ill health, however, is a serious con 
Sideration which might lead him to de 
cline if offered a commissionership 
The answer to Germany’s proposal to 
first demand the turning over of the 
chief instigators of the outrages to the 
powers, for settlement, contained the 
following: 
Acting Secretary Hill to the Imperial 
German Charge d’Affaires: 
“Department of State, 
Washington, Sept. 21. 
“In response to your inquiry of the 
18th inst, as to the government of the 
United States in regard to the exem­ 
plary punishment of the notable lead­ 
ers in the crimes committed in Peking 
against international law, I have the 
honor to make the following state­ 
ment: 
“The 
government 
of 
the 
United 
States has from the outset proclaimed 
its purpose to hold to the uttermost ac­ 
countability the responsible authors of 
any wrongs done in China to citizens 
of the United States and their inter­ 
ests. as was stated in 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s circular communication to the 
powers of July 3 last. 
“These wrongs have been committed 
not alone In Peking, but iii many parts 
of the empire, and tHeir punishment is 
believed to be an essential element of 
any effective settlement which shall 
prevent a recurrence of such outrages 
and tiring about permanent safety and 
peace in China. 
It Is thought.' how­ 
ever, that no punitive measures can 
be so effective by way of reparation 
for wrongs suffered and as deterrent 
examples for the future as the degra­ 
dation and punishment of the responsi­ 
ble authors by the supreme imperia 
authority Itself; and it seems only Just 
to China that she should be afforded 
In tin* first instance, an opportunity to 
do this. and thus rehabilitate herself 
before the world. 
“Believing thus, and without abating 
in anywise its deliberate purpose to 
exact the fullest accountability from 
the responsible authors of the wrongs 
we have suffered in China, the govern­ 
ment of the United States is not dis- 
posed, as a preliminary condition to 
entering into diplomatic negotiations 
with the Chinese government, to join 
in a demand that said government sur­ 
render to the powers such persons as, 
according to the determination of the 
powers themselves, may lie hell! to be 
the first and real perpetrators of those 
wrongs. 
“On the other hand, this govern 
ment is disposed to hold that the pun­ 
ishment of the high responsible au­ 
thors of these wrongs, not only In 
Peking, but throughout Chinn. Is es­ 
sentially a condition to be embraced 
ami provided for in the negotiations 
for a final settlement. 
“ It Is the PUT JIO ne of this govern­ 
ment at the earliest practicable mo­ 
ment. to name Its plenipotentiaries for 
negotiating a settlement with China, 
and iii tile meantime to authorize its 
minister in Peking to enter forthwith 
Into conference with the duly author­ 
ized representatives of the Chinese 
government with a view to bringing 
alsmt a preliminary agreement where­ 
by the full exercise of the imperial 
power for the preservation of order, 
and the protection of foreign life and 
property throughout 
China,

OHIO IN CONGRESS 
FROM 1803 TO 1901. 


MICHA KL D. HARTER. 
Michael D. Harter of Mansfield was born in Canton, Ohio, in 1846 and 
died at Fostoria in 1896. He received a liberal education and was ex­ 
tensively and 
actively engaged 
in 
farming, banking, manufacturing and 
milling. He made a thorough study 
of political economy, and devoted the 
last 20 years of his life to tariff re­ 
form, the financial question and oppo­ 
sition to class legislation. He was a 
plain, quiet man, a forcible debater 
and possessed a high order of ability. 
He was elected to the Fifty-second 
congress, as a Democrat, in 1890, from 
^ tne Fifteenth district, made up of 
; Richland, Ashland, Crawford, Dela­ 
ware, Morrow and Knox counties. In 
1892 he was elected to the Fifty-third 
congress from the Fourteenth district, 
Richland, Ashland, 
Lorain, 
Huron, 
Morrow and Knox counties. He made 
a consistent record in congress in be­ 
half of his economic views. He was a man of strong convictions, and was 
always ready to maintain them in both public and private discussion. As a 
campaigner he had but few equals. 


LEWIS P. OHLIGER. 
Lewis P. Ohliger of Wooster was born in Rheinpfals, Bavaria, Jan. 3, 
1843; immigrated to America October. 1854, and located at Canton, Ohio, in 
1857; removed to Wooster, Ohio, and engaged in the wholesale drug and 
grocery business; is interested in banking, manufacturing and insurance; 
was elected county treasurer in 1875 and re-elected in 1877; was Democratic 
presidential elector in 1884; was appointed postmaster of Wooster in No­ 
vember, 1885, and served till February, 1890; was appointed by Judges Dowell 
and Nicholas a trustee of the Wooster and Lodi railway, of which he is now 
president; has been chairman of the Wayne county Democratic central 
committee almost continuously since 1878, and holds that position still; has 
served two terms on the Democratic state central committee; was a delegate 
to the Democratic national convention in 1892, and was elected to the Fifty- 
second congress to succeed John G. Warwick, deceased, and served part of 
one term. 
In 1885 he was appointed collector of internal revenue by Presi­ 
dent Cleveland. He is in business at Wooster in 1900. 


A L B ER T J. PEARSON. 
Albert J. Pearson of Woodsfield was born in Centerville, Belmont county, 
Ohio, May 26, 1846, and at an early age removed with his parents to Bealls 
Ville, Monroe county. 
He was educated in the common schools and at the 
Normal school, Lebanon, Ohio. 
He served during the Civil War as a private 
soldier in company I, Eighty-sixth Ohio volunteer infantry. He read law 
with Amos Spriggs of Woodsfield, and was admitted to the bar and began 
the practice at Woodsfield in 1868, where he is still engaged in his pro 
fession. 
> 
He was elected prosecuting attorney of Monroe county three times In 
succession, and was a member of the state senate from the Nineteenth 
senatorial district in the Sixty-fifth general assembly. He was probate judge 
of Monroe county during two terms, covering six years. In 1890 he was 
elected to the Fifty second congress, as a Democrat, from the Seventeenth 
district, Monroe, Belmont, Noble and Washington counties. In 1892 he was 
elected to th** Fifty-third congress from the Sixteenth district, composed of 
Monroe, Carroll, Jefferson. Harrison and Belmont counties. 


VINCENT A 
TAYLOR. 
Vincent Albert Taylor of Bedford was born In Bedford, Ohio, Dec. 6, 
1845. He was educated in the common schools. 
In May, 1864, he enlisted 
In company H, One Hundred aud Fiftieth Ohio volunteer infantry, and in 
August of the same year re enlisted in the One Hundred and Fifty-seventh 
Ohio, and served until the end of the war. Upon his return to civil life he 
entered intl the manufacturing business at Cleveland and was successful. 
He was elected to the Ohio state senate in 1887, and served one term. 
In 1890 he was elected to the Fifty-second congress, as a Republican, from 
the Twentieth district, composed of a part of Cuyahoga and Huron, Lake, 
Lorain and Summit counties, aud served one term. 
He resumed his business 
life upon retiring from congress. 


JACOB II. BROMWELL. 
Jacob H. Bromwell of Wyoming, a suburb of Cincinnati, was born in 
Cincinnati May ll, 1847, and received his education in the grammar and high 
schools of the city, and was a teacher in the latter for 17 years. 
He grad­ 
uated from the Cincinnati Law school in 1870 und was admitted to the bar, 
but did not immediately begin tho practice of his profession. 
He was 
assistant solicitor of Hamilton county for four years. 
He was lected to succeed John A. Caldwell, resigned to the I1 ifty-third 
congress in 892, as a Republican, from the Second district, a part of Ham­ 
ilton county and in 1894 was re-elected from the same district to the Fifty- 
fourth, agaii elected in 1896 to the Fifty-fifth, and in 1898 was elected to tho 
Fifty-sixth. His present term will expire March 4, 1901. 


TOM 
L. JOHNSON. 
Tom L. Johnson of Cleveland was born in Scott county, Kentucky, July 
It, 1854, and was educated In the public schools of Evansville, Indiana. 
He 
was secretary of the Central Passenger Railroad company of Louisville, 
Kentucky, and subsequently became superintendent. 
In IS<6 he became 
owner of th*' Indianapolis (Indiana) Street railway, and in 18.9 purchased 
the Brooklyn Street railway of Cleveland. 
He established the Johnson Com­ 
pany of Joh a town, Pennsylvania, in 1884, for the manufacture of steel rails, 
and subsequently became identified with various steel and iron manufac­ 
turing enterprises. 
He wa* i candidate on the Democratic ticket for congress in 1888, bot 
was defeated. 
He was elected to the Fifty-second congress, as a Democrat, 
lu 1890, from the Twenty-first district, a part of Cuyahoga oeunty, and v,,.. 
^elected to the Fifty-third, in 1892, from the same district. He was a ctm- 
atetent and active tariff reformer In congress, and is now the most proati- 
uent advocate of the principle of single tax In the United States, but sligh’.y 
•ut of line with his party on the money question. 


GEORGE W. HULICK. 
George W. Hulick of Batavia was born in Batavia, Clermont county, 
Ohio, June 29, 1833, and was reared on a farm. He was educated in ti.a 
common schools and graduated from Farmer's college, at College HIH, u<.*r

in 1857, and began the practice at Batavia. 
He enlisted as a private in company E, Twenty-second Ohio volunteer- 
infantry in 1861; was promoted to orderly sergeant and later to captain.

Ho was a delegate 
to the Republican national convention in 1868. and a presidential elector 
in 1876, and filled many local offices of trust and responsibility. 
In 1892 he was elected to the Fifty-third congress from the Sixth dis 
trict, composed of the counties of Clermont, Brown, Clinton, Greene, High­ 
land and Warren, and was elected from the same district in 1894 to the 
Fifty-fourth congress. 
PAUL J. SORO. 
Paul J. Sorg of Middletown was born in Wheeling, West Virginia, Sept. 
23, 1840. He removed to Cincinnati in 1852 and learned the trade of iron 
molder, to better support his widowed 
mother and several brothers and sis­ 
ters. While working at his trade he 
attended a night school, and thus se­ 
cured a practical education. 
Between 1860 and 1865 he built up 
the tobacco manufacturing industry 
in Middletown, Butler county, until he 
had established the largest factory of 
the kind in the world, which he con­ 
tinued to manage until 1898, when he 
disposed of it. He largely built up the 
flourishing city of his adoption, being 
a man of the most liberal public spirit. 
He served as a soldier during the Civil 
War. 
At a special election held in May, 
1894 he was elected, as a Democrat, 
to the Fifty-third congress to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of George 
W. Houk, from the Third district, But­ 
ler, Preble and Montgomery counties, 
and was re-elected to the Fifty-fourth 
in 1894, from the same district, but declined a third election. He resides 
at Middletown, and is one of the Democratic leaders of the state. 


BYRON 
F. RITCHIE. 
Byron F. Ritchie of Toledo was born at Grafton, Ohio, Jan. 29, 1853. 
His father, James M. Ritchie, was a Republican member of the Forty- 
seventh congress. Byron F. Ritchie removed to Toledo in 1860, and was 
educated in the grammar and high schools of that city. He read law with 
his father and was admitted to the bar in 1874, and now ranks among the 
foremost lawyers of Toledo. 
He served a single term in congress, having been elected as a Democrat 
in 1892 to the Fifty-third congress, from the Ninth district, Lucas, Fulton 
Wood and Ottawa counties. The district was largely Republican and he was 
defeated for a re-election. 


HENRY C. VAN VOORHIS. 
Henry C. Van Voorhis of Zanesville was born in Licking township, 
Muskingum county, Ohio, May ll, 1852, and was educated in the public 
schools and at Dennison university. After completing his education he read 
law and was admitted to thet bar in 1874, locating in Zanesville, where he 
began the practice of law, and also entered upon the banking business. He 
soon became a leading Republican organizer and was elected chairman of 
the Republican county central committee. He was elected president of the 
Citizens’ National bank of Zanesville, and was a delegate to the national 
Republican convention at Chicago in 1884. 
He was elected to the Fifty-third congress, as a Republican, in 1892, from 
the Fifteenth district, composed of Muskingum, Morgan, Guernsey, Noble 
and Washington counties; was re-elected from the same district to the 
Fifty-fourth, in 1894; to the Fifty-fifth, in 1896, and to the Fifty-sixth, 
In 1898. 
JAM ES A. D. RICHARDS. 
James A. D. Richards of New Philadelphia was born in Baston, Massa­ 
chusetts, March 22, 1845. He spent his early life in Boston aud New York, 
and was educated in those cities. 
He migrated to Ohio in 1861, and 
alternately engaged in farm work and teaching. He read law and wa 
admitted to the bar in 1867, and soon acquired a large and lucrative prac­ 
tice. To fit himself for the medico-legal practice he attended a course of 
lectures in the medical department of the Wooster university at Cleveland. 
While he was a leading Democrat, living in a Democratic county and 
district, he never sought office aud the congressional nomination came to 
him unexpectedly and without solicitation. He was elected to the Fifty-third 
congress in 1892 from the Seventeenth district, composed of Tuscarawas, 
Coshocton, Holmes, Licking and Wayne counties. He served one term. 


STEPH EN 
D. HARRIS. 
Stephen D. Harris of Bucyrus was horn on his father’s farm near Mas­ 
sillon, Ohio, May 22, 1824, of Revolutionary stock, his godfather, John 
Harris, serving under Washington at 
Monmouth 
with 
distinguished 
gal­ 
lantry. 
Stephen D. Harris worked on his 
father’s farm, attended the public 
schools, acted as clerk in a store at 
Canal Fulton, taught school, attended 
college at Washington, Pennsylvania, 
at Norwalk seminary and the classi­ 
cal department of the Western Reserve 
college at Hudson, Ohio. He read law 
at Canton, Ohio, and was admitted to 
the bar in 1849, and located In Bucy­ 
rus, where he is still practicing his 
profession. 
During the war he was 
deputy United States marshal and a 
member of the military committee of 
Ohio. He was president of the State 
Bar association of Ohio in 1893-1894. 
In 1894 he was elected to the Fifty 
fourth congress, as a Republican, from 
the Thirteenth district, largely Demo­ 
cratic, composed of Crawford, Erie, 
Marlon, Sandusky, Seneca and Wyandot, and was defeated In the same 
district In 1896.

Merchants in 
the province of Albay are getting their 
hemp to Manila as rapidly as possible, 
fearing that otherwise it will be burn­ 
ed by the insurgents. 
At Iloilo there was considerable anx­ 
iety lest an uprising should occur; but 
the insurgents there are ceasing their 
activity and returning in white cloth­ 
ing to the garrisoned towns of the dis­ 
trict. 
As a resumption of Insurgent 
operations is considered quite proba­ 
ble. the Americans there are taking the 
necessary steps. 
The American casualties in 
killed, 
wounded or missing during the last 
IO days approach IOO, including those 
at Sinlloane, at the east end of La­ 
guna tie Bay, where the insurgents. 
after the engagement, delivered IO 
bollies of our dead. 
Documents captured in Manila show 
that the insurgent activity in this vi­ 
cinity were ordered by rebels here, fol­ 
lowing instructions from the Ilong 
Kong junta. 
Senor 
Bivmcamlno 
has 
received 
from Aguinaldo an answer regarding 
his peace proposals. 
Aguinaldo de­ 
clines them and declares that he is 
unwilling to agree to a compromise. 
Archbishop Nor. a led a 
with

When asked the other day for on 
expression as to the merits of th© 
United States claim against Turkey for 
Indemnity for the burning of mission­ 
ary 
property during the Armenian 
troubles, ex-Unltod States Minister A. 
W. Teller, now residing in Austin, said 
to a reporter of the New York lim es 
‘I entirely agree with General Lew 
Wallace in his estimate of the sultan 
of Turkey. 
There is much ignorance 
about the nature of our claim against 
Turkey. 
We claim indemnity for the 
burning of 
missionary property at 
Karput and Maras, places then domi­ 
nated by Kurds and a fanatical popu­ 
lace and remote from the consular pro­ 
tection. 
Missionaries claim that the 
burning was done with the aid or con 
uiranee of Turkish soldiers. The port© 
has insisted that It was done by Kurds 
and by ap ungovernable mob. 
Our 
claim is sustained by circumstances 
resting on missionary evidence, the de­ 
nial of the Turks is sustained by offi­ 
cial reports by Turkish officers and 
pashas, and the Issue of fact has not 
been settled by any impartial tribunal. 
The burning was done during the 
Armenian massacres, and the Kurds 
have been the enemies of the Arme­ 
nians from the time of Xenophon. 
“Turkey, by the treaty of Berlin, is 
under a quasi protectorate of the six 
great European powers. 
The claims 
of Russia and several other powers for 
indemnity 
o d account of spoliations 


EX-MINISTER A. W. TURRELL. 
are far greater than ours, and it would 
seem that while those powers refrain 
from enforcing their claims we should 
hesitate loug before disturbing tbs 
peace of Europe by resorting to force. 
“General Wallace, while minister ta 
Turkey, and long before our buildings 
were burned, demanded a large mon 
ey I ml enmity from Turkey because 
two missionaries who had entered 
without protection into a region known 
to be dangerous lied been beaten by 
the natives. 
That claim has never 
been recognized by Turkey. 
Uufortu 
nately for us, England had gone far 
to establish the international doctrine 
that a government is not liable under 
such circumstances. 
“We should not forget that, although 
Father Saloitere. an Italian priest, anc 
subjects of other Christian powers 
were slain during the massacres, no 
American citizen was hurt. 
Though 
they were liviug in their missions from 
the sea to the Persian border, Turk­ 
ish soldiers placed over them by the 
sultan protected them. 
“The spirit of commercialism in its 
new career of forcible expansion is 
dangerous enough, but the spirit of re­ 
ligious Intolerance is even more dan 
gerous. 
Four years ago it was de­ 
manding the bombardment of Constan­ 
tinople. 
Until a New Y’ork newspaper 
sent the Rev. Mr. llepwortb to Turkey 
to Aud out and report the cause of the 
Armenian massacres, our people were 
taught to believe that the Armenians 
were killed L>eoau8e they were Clads 
tlans, aud that the sultan was a dfvill 
Incarnate. Since Dr. Hepwortb report 
ed that the massacre! We® caused,’ by

the plots of the Armenians to destroy 
the 
Turkish government 
we have 
heard no further abuse by the Turks. 
“The oldest Christian churches in the 
world are in the Ottoman empire, and 
while the ’l urk must pay a tariff on 
every imported article, our mission­ 
aries there import free of duty every­ 
thing they need, 
A healthy public 
sentiment should protect the president 
in his foreign diplomacy against the 
spirit of religious intolerance. 
I press­ 
ed our claim for indemnity to the ut­ 
most limit of friendly diplomacy while 
in Turkey. 
If the sultan has ever 
promised to pay it, he will keep his 
word, and lf he ever made The promise 
he will not deny it. 
I regard him as 
un honest man. 
I know him well ami 
believe he was the most intellectual 
man I met while iu Europe.

body. as ho refused to disrobe him­ 
self. A paint bucket and a brush were 
tneii secured and smokestack varnish, 
a tar-like substance, was daubed over 
them from head to 
foot.

their bodies escaped hut their faces. 
Their bodier were then partially cov­ 
ered with th" !- clothing, and the elders 
were marched to the home of E. H.

There they promised not to 
return to Mansfield, but later

said they agreed not to return unless 
Overseer Piper ordered them to come. 
They were then marched to the city 
prison and locked up.
